Derrort, April 6.—-Fuller returns make some- 
what more apparent the dimensions of the 
demonstrations made by the ‘National party in 
the township and charter elections in this State 
on Monday last. It bas certainly manifested 


unexpected strength, and must be counted as 
an important factor in political calculations for 
the fall campaign. Its organization is, in the 
main, secret, and it is using the machinery 
which proved so useful years ago to the manipu- 
lators of the Know-Nothing movement.

Bishop’s new Warden had 
promised certain Representatives in the 
House that persone recommended by 
them should be appointed, and 
that he had disregarded the agreement 
and picked his.own men. Gov. Bishop had 
heard the rumbling of discontent, and seut his 
Executive Clerk to the legislative Chamber to- 
day to request Mr. Tyler, member of the Ho 
to cali at the Governor’s office, Tyler 
responded to this polite request by polutedly 
telling the clerk to tell his Excellency to Go 
to Hell“; that if the Governor desired to 
him ne would de found at his desk. 

The following extract from the House jour- 
nal tells the whole story from Mr. Tyler's 
standpoint, and will make useful ammunition 
for the Republicans during the coming cam- 
paign: 

On leave, Mr. Tyler introduced the following 
resolution: 

W HEeRzEas.. It te reported that J. B. MeWhorter, 
Warden of the Ohio Penitentiary, in his official 
capacity, hae ignored the claims of members of the 
House of Representatives in the intment of 

having made promises and fully broken

Bishop was dictating the largest num- 
ber of appointments, using his position in 
granting favors to special pets at the sacrifice 
of life-long Democrats of the State; that the 
Committee on the Penitentiary fuquire into and 
investigate the charges against Mr. McWhorter, 
the Warden, i how many appointments 
have been dictated by the Governor, and to 
ascertain if money been used in securing 
the appointment of bounty-jumpers and 
deserters, and whether the Warden's 
false pledges to mem bers of the 
House of Representatives does not unfit bim 
for the positionof Waraen of the Penitentiary. 

The resolution closes with the recommenda- 
tion that the Committee be authorized to send 
for persons and papers. The bill was laid over 
for discussion. It has been evident fur some 
time past, and predicted in these. dispatches, 
that an open outburst could not be long avoid- 
ed. It has come at last. There is considerable 
excitement among the Democrats over the mat- 
ter, and any efforts to come to an understand- 
ing and puta quietus to the outbreak will be 
without avail. The enemies of Gov. Bishop 
will accept po compromise at this late day.

LEITRIM. 


The Assassination of an Earl in 
‘County Derry, Ireland. 


Agrarian Murders in That Country from 
1839 to the Present Time. 


New York Herald, April 8. 

The Earl of Leitrim was well known asa 
landlord whose ideas of the rights of property 
prompted him to stretch the powers given nim 
by the law to the utmost limit, and who was 
therefore extremely unpopular with his ten- 
antry and with the small-farmet class general- 
ly. For over twenty-five years he had been 


consolidating farms, evicting tenants, and turn- 


ing his land into immense grass farms. During 
that time he had, perhaps, received more 
threatening letters than any landlord or agent 
in Ireland, and on more than one occasion he is 
supposed to have narrowly escaped with his 
life from armed parties lying in wait for him. 
He owned immense tracts of land in the Coun- 
ties of Donegal, Leitrim, and Derry, as well as 
a small estate in Kildare, and probably evicted 
more tenants in his lifetime than any man in 
Ireland. It is said that, unlike other landlords, 
he was quite impartial in regard to the religion 
of his tenants, and bundreds of sturdy Presby- 
terian farmers now settled in Ohio, Indiana, and 
Illinois, as well as Catholics, were forced to give 
up their homes iu Donegal and emigrate. 
AT WAR WITH HIS TENANTRY, 

The popular press in freland have for years 
held him up to public odium as the worst of the 
‘exterminating ’’ landlords, and he frequently 
— — in the law courts as a party in aggravat- 

disputes about land. On more than one oc- 
casion, also, ue appeared at the local “ petty 
sessions“ in cases Which aroused considerable 
popular indignation, and gained him a great 
deal of newspaper notoriety. Many of his ten- 
antry live on the rocky coast of the Atlantic, 
where the soll is very poor, and eke out a mis- 
erable existence, partly by fishing, partly by 
gathering keip on the seashore, which is soid 
for menugactaring parpoess. The right to gath- 
er this kelp had been exercised from time im- 
memorial by the tenantry, but some vears ago 
Lord Leitrim and a few other landlords claimed 
the kelp as the property of the laadlord, and in 
cases where he found them gathering it had 
them arrested for theft. Theirritation caused 
by these petty prosecutions was very deep, and 
extended over many parts of Ireland not um- 
mediately affected by the litigation. 

TUE LEITRIM FAMILY AND ESTATES. 

William Sydney Clements, third Earl of 
Leitrim, Viscount Leitrim, and Baron Leitrim 
vf Manorhamilton, in the Peerage of Ireland, 


and Baron Clements of Kilmacrenan, Count“ 


Donegal, in that of the United Kingdom, was 
born at Killadoon, County Kildare; where the 
family have a handsome cottage, in 1806. His 
iatber had been a mild landlord anda very 
popular mam and great expectations were 
formed of the son when, in 1834, he succeeded 
to the title aud estates. The family-seats are 
at Lough Rynn, Dromod, County Dovegal, and 
Killadoon, Celbridge, County idare. The 
family settled in Ireland during the reign of 
James I., when they obtained large tracts of 
coniscated land, and the Earl who has just 
been murdered added largely to his estates by 
purchase. He was unmarried. 

Tus EARL OF LEITRIM, 

New York World, April 3. 

The Earl of Leitrim, who was vesterday killed 
in Ireland, was the bead of a family of English 
origin which settled in [reland after the dark 
days of Queen Elizabeth, and which was en- 
noblea in the person of bis grandfather, Robert 
Clements, Esg., raised to the Irish Peerage on 
the 11th of October. 1783, as Baron Leitrim, and 
made Earl ol Leitrim twelve years afterwards. 
The murdered nobleman, who was the third 
Earl, was a mau of more than 70 vears of age, 
having been born in 1806. He was notorious 
throughout his life as a stern and exacting 
landlord on his estates of Lough Rynn, in 
Leitrim, and Killadoon, in Kildare. It ts told 
of bim that his favorite phrase in dismisei 
anv appeal made to him was to bid the app 
cant “go to hell or America.” His nephew, 
who succeeds him, is the son of his brother, the 
Hon. and Rev. Francis Clements, clergymen 
of the Engiish Church, Viear of Norton, in 
England. 

The list of agrarian murders in Ireland may 
be begun with that of another Irish Peer, 

, LORD NORBURY. 

On New-Year’s Day, 1839. while the Marl was 
walking in the shrubbery of his own house, Kil- 
beggan, County of Meath, and pointing out cer- 
tain projected improvements to his steward, he 
was shot dead by an assassin who was seen to 
escape, though in the confusion he eluded pur- 
suit. The print of a small and well-made boot, 
such as no peasant would wear, was found 
where he bad taken bis stand, and this fact gave 
rise to much wild speculation as to the person 
and motives of the murderer. A reward of 
$5,000, with an annuity for hfe of $500, failed to 
obtain any cew to him, and, as the murdered 
nobleman was on terms with his 
Catholic neighbors and tenants, and 
did not concern himself about 
politics, the cause of his taking off nas 
ever remained a mystery. This crime, bow- 
ever, was historie. It fired the passions of the 

anic-stricken landlords, and brought about the 
amous meeting of the magistrates of Kings 
County, whereat the phrase in the letter of 
Under-Secretary Thomas Drummond refusing 
an merease of police for Tipperary, *‘ Propert 
has its duties as well as its rights,“ was erec 
into a proverb. Lord Charleville denounced it 
as, though innocent enough in itself, little leas 
than a deliberate and unfeeling insult in the 
circumstances under which it was offered. The 
formal resolutions declared that it had had 
the unfortunate effect of increasing the ani- 
mosities entertained against the owners of the 
soil by its occupants, who now constitute 
themselves the sole arbiters of the rights as well 
as the duties of property.”’ 

THREE YEARS LATER, 
in May, 1842, outrages on the persous and 
properties of landowners and agents began 
again to be common in Ireland, particularly in 
Tipperary and Kings Counties. On the 2d of 
July the Special —— for the former 
county finished. its works making several con- 
victious, Patrick Byrne, for instance, was con- 
victed of shooting Mr. Robert Hall, the landlord; 
of one Kent, who, in revenge for the ejectment 
of a relative by Mr. Hall, incited Byrne to the 
murder. Timotby Quilty was convictéd of mur- 
dering Michael Laffan, a bailiff; he was dragged 
from his house in open day and shot on the 
highway in sight of several passers. The bod 
was left on a dunghill, no one daring to admit 
it into the 0, an inquest had 
to be held upon it in the street. John 
Pound was convicted of firing a gun 
loaded with slugs through the door of his land- 
lord’s house into the room where the family was 
assembled; the landlord’s wife was dangerous- 
ly wounded. Michael Hayes was still another 
man who was convicted: and a companion 
lying in wait for an agent or bailiff, John , Kyan, 
fired on him, killing the horse be rode. The 
day after the commission rose—a Sunday, too— 
another murder and attack on property took 
place in the townland of Doila. 
THE NEXT NOTABLE DEMONSTRATION 


was in August, 1843, when a collision took 


place at Turloughmore Fair, near Galway, be- 
tween the police and peasants, ending in ro 
men (one a magistrate) being killed and ten 
wounded. On the 12th of November the dwell- 
ing of Mr. Waller, of Finnoe Tipperary, was 
surrounded by his peasant tenants, who fired 
on the family seated at dinver and beat 
shockingly in the strug- 
gle which followed, Mr. Waller and 
two ‘others being killed. On the 
6th of April, 1845, at Ballyrahan, a gang of 
Molly Maguires”’ beat to death on the high- 
way, in daylight, a rate-collector. Though one 
of the murderers was captured on the spot, no 
one would venture to identify him, and the 
Coroner’s jury returned a verdict of “willful 
murder against some persons unknown.“ Ma 
16, 1846, took place the fatal affray of Bird Hill. 
Maunsell, a sub-tenant, barricaded himself and 
friends in a house, from which the sub-Sheriff 
of Tipperary, with a body of police, undertook 
to oust him on a writ of ejectment. The police 
killed four of the besieged party, when the othe 
surrendered. In the iast week of October th 
murderous assaults were made on land agents 
in Longford. The same month a year later was 
notable for its numerous outrages ahd thefts 
of farm produce. Denunciations of unpopular 
landlords from the altar now began. Oct. 24 
Father McDermott, of Strokestown, said: 


There is Maj. Mahon, absent from you all this 


winter, not looking after your want or distress, 
but amusing himself; and he returns and finds 
his property all safe, and the return he makes 
to vou is to burn and destroy pont houses and 
leave your poor to starve on the road.” The 
next Sunday the priest added: Maj.

THE NEXT FAMOUS MURDER 

was that of Miss Charlotte Hends, of Bally- 
connell, County Cavan, who was shot and 
fatally wounded as she was driving home, Oct. 12, 
1855. Months before, she had been doomed to 
death at a secret meeting of her tenants. Be- 
tween the 20th and 28th of November about 
twenty cases of murder or murderous assault 
were reported, in only afew. of which could 
witnesses be obtained to testify t the per- 
sons arrested. In one instance, at Ballylinan, 
Leinster, four women tried to hang a process- 
server, and, failing, beat him nearly to death 
with clubs. In June, yp Yen e special com- 
mission had to be sent to Limerick, where, dur- 
ing the six weeks preceding the session, several 
terrible crimes had been committed. Beckham 
and Walsh, for shooting Mr. Francis. Fitz- 
gerald, of # Kilmaliock, in the pres- 
ence of his wife, were convicted and 
hanged; so was one Dillion, an accessory 
before the fact. At Clonmel, Bohan, on being 
acquitted of a charge of firing on Col. Knox. 
was received by the peasantry with manifesta- 
tions of joy; so was Halloran, whose trial for 
shooting and wounding M. Gustave Thiebault, 
of Boytonrata, failed from the unwillingness of 
witnesses to testify. On the 30th of July Mr. 
Broddell, a solicitor of Mallow, who had sent the 
Hayes family a notice to quit, was shot dead in 
Dobbyn’s Hotel, Tipperary, by young Hayes, 
who made his escape in the most deliberate 
manner and found refage among the peasantry. 
On the lst of May, 1 M. Gustave Thiebault, 
already mentioned, was murdered on his 
grown near Cahir, Tipperary.

The fact that the greater part of the news 
ing the Russian conquest in Turkey is 
filtered to us through English agencies has 
been often regretted during the past year's 
campaign, but was never more painfully ap- 
parent than at present. It seems as 
if the London papers, in their edi- 
torial comments and correspondence, were 
more violently partisan than ever just 
now. It is difficult, under these cir- 
cumstances, to tell which of ‘the items of 
news coming through the Associated Press, 
and necessarily echoing the tone of the Brit- 
ish newspapers, are reliable, and which are 
inspired by prejudice. During this epoch of 
inaction and diplomacy it is easier to distort 
news than while the clash of arms-gives 
truth to rapidly succeeding events. 


There is a certain parallel between the 
situation of the Governor ef Ohio and that 
of the Ohioan President of the United 
States which furnishes. an amusing com- 
mentary upon current politics. The quarrel 
between the President and the Republican 
party leaders, as is well known, was caused 


irrespective of the wishes of the leading 
politicians of his party; in Ohio a 
Democratic Governor has excited the ire of 
the Democratic members of the Legislature 
by neglecting to consult them in making ap- 
pointments, and consequently filling the 
offices with good men without regard to 
party. Thus have the Republican President 
and the Democratic Governor lost favor with 
their respective partisans, meeting upon & 
common level though starting from such 
different standpoints.

The Nation last week had a word to say on 
behalf of Mr. Scuvunz as against Mr. BLA, 
Mr. How, and other calumniators in the 
Senate. They have somehow held it to his 
disparagement that he came here from Prus- 
sia and speedily mounted to an important 
place in our Government. The ation does 
not exactly follow this argument. It does 
not perceive how Mr. Sononz's career, begin- 
ning with his early appearance as a German 
Liberal, and ending with his elevation to the 
post of Cabinet Minister in one of the great- 
est nations of the earth, contains anything 
to his discredit. It is even obtuse engugh to 
deny that his advancement from his “forlorn 
condition of exile and foreigner on the 
American shores—ignorant of its customs, 
institutions, and language—to all the highest 
offices that he was capable of attaining, indi- 
cates a want either of ability or of applica- 
tion on his part. It cannot find proof of 
this in the fact that he is now admit- 
ted to be one of the most powerfal speakers 
and writers on economic subjects, and one 
of the most profound students of American 
history in this country or the world. 


THE FINANCIAL DIFFICULTY IN THE 
SCHOOLS. 


One of the most difficult things for a Gov- 
ernment in this country to accomplish is the 
abolition of an office or the reduction of a 
salary. It is a difficulty which is experi- 
enced by the National, State, and all the forms 
of Local Government. After the close of 
the War, it was less difficult for the Govern- 
ment to disband an army of 600,000 officers, 
soldiers, teamsters, and contractors than it 
was to reduce the number of civil clerks in 
the War Department or in the General Land- 
Office. For ten years and more following 
the War there were from 1,000 to 1,800 more 
civilians employed in the public service at 
Washington than there was any need for; 
and when Congress, forced by the necessi- 
ties of the Treasury and the notorious char- 
acter of the fraud, provided for the gradual 
reduction of the number, there was a very 
wide-extended lamentation over the cruelty 
of the Government each time there was a 
dismissal of a division of these supernumerary 
clerks. Several years ago it became necessary 
as well as expedient for the City of Chicago to 
abandon a city valuation of property for 
taxaable purposes, and to adopt the State 
valuation ; but to do this would lead to the 
abolition of the offices of Tax-Collector, Tax- 
Commissioner, and Assessor, with their 
clerks, and the Council refused to change 
its mode of assessment. A consequence was, 
the declaration by the Courts that the city 
tax-levy was absolutely void. To keep those 
men in office two years has cost the city a 
half million of dollars. Two ‘years ago, 
under the force of necessity, the city abol- 
ished a large number of offices, large and 
small, and consolidated others, dispensing 
with a large force of men and saving over 
$100,000 a yearin salaries. There was a 
loud protest ; but the Mayor, a year later, 
officially declared that the efficiency of the 
service had been greatly promoted by the re- 
duction of the number of officers. To a very 
large proportion of the American people, the 
primary if not the main purpose of all gov- 
ernment is to provide places and salaries 
for individuals, and the reduction of salaries 
or the abolition of an office is looked upon as 
an act of despotism calling for popular indig- 
nation. ae ae 

The Board of Education of this city is 
just now wrestling with a matter of this 
kind, and the Board for several weeks has 
displayed its inability to master the subject. 
It has been able to satisfy itself that it can 
not dispense with German; that drawing is 
indispensable as a modern accomplishment ; 
and that the young ladies in the High Schools 
must be instructed in Greek in order to 
enter the universities; but the simple ques- 
tion of arithmetic, how to reduce a given 
sum previously voted for expenditures so as 
to bring it within a certain ther sum which 
is the limit of the revenue, is seemingly 
more than the members of the Board of 
Education can master. order to bring 
the expenditures for the within the 
revenue for the year, it is necessary to re- 
duce the expenses about $20,000. It is 
comeeded that the salaries for the female 
teachers are as low as common justice will 
authofize. It is conceded that there are 15,000

others, it is proposed to close the schools 
for two or three weeks, and thus economize 
by reducing the salaries of all the teachers 
and depriving the 40,000 children of that 
much of the limited education they can get. 
A proposition to close the higher and more 
costly schools, and leave the primaries open, 
has been indignantly voted down, as have 
various motions to reduce the official staff by 
temporarily abolishing the offices. Some 
years ago, the financial affairs of the School 
Fund were greatly embarrassed. There 
were $600,000 of uncollected rents and 
various unprofitable contracts outstanding. 
The Board then, to meet this emergency, 
engaged a special attorney, and all those 
matters have since been arranged, and there 
is no more use now for an attorney for 
the Board of Education than there is 
for an attorney for the Fire Department, or 
Police, or Board of Health. The city hasa 
large and very able Law Department, fully 
competent to include in its service all the 


business of the Board of Education. In the 


regular studies of the schools are those of vocal 
music, drawing, and the German language. 


| These studies are taught by regular teachers. 


Over all the schools there is a Superintendent 
and there is an Assistant Superintendent. 
There are also a superintendent of draw- 
ing a superintendent of German, and 
a superintendent of vocal music; these do 
not teach, they ‘‘ superintend those who do 
teach. The Board. of Education has also a 
clerk, and a bookkeeper, and two assistant 
clerks, and these superintendents and assist- 
ants, clerk, bookkeeper, and assistant clerks 
compose the ‘“‘ staff.” The twenty or more 
„ Principals of the schools do not teach; 
they are practically all ‘‘ superintendents.” 
Thesupport of this staff is a costly one. It 
is highly and extravagantly ornamental, and 
yet the Board of Education, in its diligent 
how to reduce expenditures 
$20,000, rejects a proposition to re- 
duce the staff ‘as if it were a 
proposition to over-turn the liberties of the 
Republic. The following officers of the 
staff are so far useless that it is criminal ex- 
travagance, under the financial circumstances 
of the city, to retain them one hour. Those 
offices, with thcir salaries, which might be 
dispensed with are: 
One attorney 
One Assistant Superintendent.... ... ..... 
One superintendent of vocal music 
One superintendent of drawing 
One superintendent of German

It will be seen that, in abolishing all these 
offices, not one teacher will be dismissed. It 
will be a reduction in the number of super- 


intendents of those who do teach, and will 


still leave for superintendence the General 
Superintendent and a staff of more than 
twenty Principals, a clerk, and a bookkeeper ; 
and with this amount of superintendence 
the teachers may be expected to get along 
during the year. The other half of the de- 
ficiency may be overcome by a reduction of, 
say, 3 per cent on all the other salaries which 
exceed $1,000 a year. We are informed that 
such a reduction on that class of salaries will 
be more than sufficient to overcome whatever 
deficiency may remain after the pruning of 
the staff. This will obviate the closing of 
either the Primary or High Schools; will ob- 
viate the dismissal of even a single teacher; 
will leave the studies of German, drawing, 


and vocal music undisturbed, and will in no 


wise, present or remote, impair the effi- 
ciency of the schools, reduce the number of 
school-houses, or change the course of study. 
Is the Board of Education equal to the 
emergency? Has a majority of the members 
tho courage to abolish half a dozen useless 
offices? Not a member of the Board would 
retain one of these officers if it were a matter 
in the management of his owmprivate busi- 
ness; and why should he be Fuilty of the 
waste and extravagance when it is a matter 
of public concern? The Board has another 
meeting some day this week, and the public 
will have another opportunity to judge of 
its capacity to deal with a question “which 
any business man would determine in five 
minutes. 


SUNDAY PAPERS AGAIN. 

The Interior, which is a very hard news- 
paper to suit, although itis not. devoted to 
the affairs of this world, and for that reason 
ought to exhibit more patience, and resigna- 
tion, and other of the Christian virtues, re- 
plies to a recent editorial in Taz CMA 
Trisune, which, in turn, was devoted toa 
consideration of the recent action of the 
Presbyterian clergymen in deciding to with- 
draw their announcements of Sunday services 
fom the only medium that can possibly 
bring them to the attention of strangers who 


want to go to church. In closing its reply 


it says: 

We wish, however, to assure Tur Trisuns that 
the action which has thrown it into passion has far 
wider significance than it would concede, and 
means far more than the withdrawal of a few Pres- 
byterian Church notices. More than one denom- 
ination is in line, and for more than the supovres- 
sion of Sunday announcements. To get along 
without a few Presbyterian ministers is easy 
enough. Tue Trisuns may find it more difficult 
to get along without the support of the Sabbath- 
loving portion of our population. Demand for 
newspaper reform comes not alone from ministers’ 
meetings. It is the groand-swell of a rising popu- 
lar movement. 


It is a peculiarity of the ground-swell that 
it always recedes as far as it advances and 
that it sinks as high as it rises. It strikes us 
that we remember in the past two or three 
different occasions when the Interior was in 
line and gallantly headed the Presbyterian 
clergymen in a grand charge against the col- 
umns of THe Trrsune. The ground-swell 
went over us; but when the commotion set- 
tled there were the announcements again in 
our columns, and Tue Taru once more 
joined hands with the Interior in helping to 
induce people to go to the churches it repre- 
sents and become better. 

We have no disposition, however, to dis- 
cuss technicalities with the Interior, but pro- 
pose to meet it on its own ground. No 
church-goer will be influenced to stay at 
home from .church by the Sunday papers, 
and no church-goer will be made any worse 
by what he reads out of church hours. If a 
man does not go to church, he had much 
better be employed in reading the Sunday 
papers, which are edited with more care and 
discrimination than the week-day papers, and 
contain a large and important summary of 
what is going on in the world of religion, 
art, science, and literature, than to be roam- 
ing the streets or, perhaps, engaged in some 
form of dissipation. The Sunday papers are 
made up with special reference to 
the intellectual wants of thousands 
of people who have no time 
to read during the week, and who are not 
able to banish all thoughts of the world from 
their minds merely because it is Sunday. If 
Tue Tarsune could have its way, it would 
have all its readers go to church in the morn- 
ing, read its columns in the afternoon, and 


make the heart better and improve the mind. 
If the Interior replies that the afternoon's 


Among ! work would nullify the effect of that in the 


evening and morning, then it is not at all 
complimentary to the influence and strength 


of the pulpit. There are undoubtedly a great 


many good, honest people who believe it to 
be wrong to réad Sunday papers, and be- 
lieving that, it certainly would be wrong— 
for them. But there are many good, honest 


people, on the other hand, who believe it to 


be right to read them, or at least see no 
wrong in so doing. The former have no 
right to impose their belief upon the latter, 
however, or to denounce them, or impugn 
their motives in doing what they do not be- 
lieve to be wrong, : 

Assuming that the Interior and the Presby- 
terian clergymen believe their declaration that 
The reading of these papers on Sunday 
morning, notwithstanding their small pro- 
portion of religious news, brings back the 
thoughts and cares of the world upon us, 
and tends to prevent that reading of the 
Bible, quiet thought, and worship of God 
which all men need so much, and which is 
God's command,” we would inquire of them 
why they are not consistent, and why they 
do not carry out their resolution to its 
logical limits? Why do they confine their 
fulmination to Sunday newspapers? Are 
these the only agencies that bring back the 
thoughts and cares of the world? Why 
single out the Sunday newspaper 
alone for prohibition? Why did they 
not include the suburban trains that 
bring people to their churches, and 
the street-cars that carry metropolitan 
worshipers; the trains that carry their let- 
ters and papers,—the Jnterior among them, 
—and the Post-Offices that deliver them on 
Sundays; the servanfs who prepare their 
Sunday dinners and keep their houses in 
order while they are at church; the hotels 
that entertain their guests with extra care 
and labor, to make it seem homelike on the 
Lord's Day; the coachmen who have to wait 
outside the sacred portals while their mas- 
ters and mistresses worship inside; the 
extra work every lady has to perform in 
arraying herself in her Sunday finery before 
she can attend the divine ministrations ; the 
church concerts given by choirs, the mem- 
bers of which sing for money and not for 
the praise of God; the organist who does 
up operatic transcriptions in little slower 
tempo than we have them on the lyric stage; 
the organ-blower who has jo pump all 
the harder when the service is specially 
elaborate; the sexton whose duties are so 
arduous that he has no time to listen to the 
sermon? All these involve Sunday work ; 
all these tend to bring back the thoughts and 
cares of the world upon us. Why are they 
not included in the general condemnation ? 
Why should the Sunday paper alone be 
anathematized? Why not be consistent? 
We presume that the Jrerior is intended 
for Sunday reading, and that the Presbyterian 
clergymen and laymen read it on Sunday. 
There is certainly no objection to that; on 
the other hand, we consider the Interior to 
be an excellent paper, both for week-day and 
Sunday reading; but how would it regard a 
resolution from its own clergymen advising 
their people not to read the Interior on the 
Sabbath because its extensive worldly ad- 
vertising is calculated to bring back the 
thoughts and cares of the world? 


THE SAVINGS BANKS AND THE GOVERN- 
MENT 


It has been understood at Washington for 
some weeks that the Eastern savings banks 
were making their arrangement to kill off all 
legislation proposed for the establishment of 
a national savings system. Now comes the 
New York Nation, which makes an indis- 
criminate attack on all the bills that have 
been introduced, or may be introduced, into 
Congress to this end. It pronounces every 
such project asa mere money-making de- 
vice to enable the Government to borrow 
motiey at lower rates than it is worth, and 
to take advantage of the present distress 
of the savings banks.” It also says in a gen- 
eral way that the scheme for establishing the 
English system, or something corresponding 
to it, is as short-sighted as it is threaten- 
ing,” and places the attempt on the same 
footing as ‘‘ debasing the currency,” by 
which it refers to the remonetization of the 
silver dollar. After this enunciation by the 
Nation, and with vivid recollection of the 
service that journal did in the interest of 
the gold clique, it is now apparent to every- 
body that the Washington rumors about the 
attempt of the Eastern savings banks to 
defeat national legislation on the subject are 
entirely correct. 

The Nation makes a desperate effort to 
serve the rotten private savings banks, and 
at the same time to maintain some show of 
decent respect for the popular demand for 
the better safe-keeping of surplus earnings. 
It admits that the savings banks are in a bad 
way,—indeed, it would be folly to deny this. 
At the same time, it endeavors to make a plea 
for sustaining them as a blessing to the 
country. Whether it had in view when taking 
this position the Chicago banks that were 
disemboweled by Spencer and Myers, or the 
Newark concern, or the more recent New 
York sixpenny fraud, we do not know, but we 


suspect the real purpose was to prop up 


some other institutions equally rotten in 
order to avert a little longer the exposure of 
similar rascality. The most absurd contra- 
diction into which the WVation has been be- 
trayed by this effort to serve the New York 
savings banks, and at the same time preserve 
its own self-respect, is in regard to the 
character and influence of the recent 
Stay law passed in Massachusetts. This 
law, it will be remembered, author- 
izes a Board of Commissioners to 
establish the conditions under which a sav- 
ings bank may pay its depositors, only re- 
quiring that each bank shall pay out as 
much as 50 per cent of its deposits within 
three years. Under the operation of this 
act, the Board has recently adjudged in one 
case that the bank shall be required to pay 
out 10 per cent every six months, or at the 
rate of 60 per cent in three years. The 
Nation characterizes this law in one place 
as a gross interference with the contract,” 
** a high-handed violation of the terms,” and 
7 likely to produce only temporary relief at 

e best. Yet further on, in the same arti- 
cle condemning a national system, and re- 
ferring to the hard times as exculpatory of 
the savings banks, it says: 


In this state of affairs it might be hoped that the 
National Government would take the same view as 
the State of Maseachusetts, and. considering this 
immense value of the banks and their diet nctly 
charitable character, would do ite best to strengt..en 
them, or at least to provide an adequate substitute. 


Such contradictions render the Nation's 
defense of the private savings banks alto- 
gether worthléss to those institutions, and 
they had better seek some other means for 
influencing legislation at Washington. A 
call upon Congress to pass a general stay- 
law for the benefit of a system of banks 
which has proved to be defective and fraud- 
ulent, as it has been managed, will meet 
with no response, and the idea that it should 
be suggested by a journal which professed to 
think the restoration of the silver dollar was 
a “fraud” anda “swindle” presents an- 
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anger. t 
that, ds a rule, they have been merely 
es to allow certain men to absorb the 
savings of the community in high salaries 
and reckless speculation, To postpone the 
natural consequences of such management 
by astay-law is simply to enable these same 
managers to eat up what is left. 

The contradictions of the Nation's article 
are by no means exhausted. It charges that 
the institution of a national savings system 
would have the effect of winding up the 
private concerns, but adds that the low rate 
of interest which it is proposed the Govern- 
ment shall pay cannot compete with the 
private concerns, which will start up again 
with the revival of business. Now, which 
of these two opposite results is damaging? 
It will be no harm if the private concerns in 
an insolvent condition shall be forced to 
quit the field, If they do not, and shall 
succeed in securing depositors by their offer 
of a higher rate of interest, the people can- 
not then put their folly upon others, and 
complain that they were forced to patronize 
the private concerns because there was no 
better guarantee for the safe-keeping of 
their earnings. Itis not the business nor 
the ambition of the Government to compete 
with private savings banks, but it is its duty 
to provide absolute safe-keeping for savings 
deposits, if the depositors prefer such per- 
fect guarantee at the Government's own 
terms to-a constant risk in order to gain 
more interest. 

We have never read an article written in a 


special interest which so plainly revealed its 


design and so distinctly exposed the weak- 
ness of its cause as this effort of the Nation 
to rush to the defense of the savings banks. 
Its principal importance is to give confirma- 
tion to the statement that a combination has 
been formed to defeat all national legislation 
fur the protection of the people ; at the same 
time, it furnishes new evidence that the 
Nation is essentially a sectional and—we 
should say—not overscrupulous journal. 


A HIDEOUS CAREER, AND ITS LESSONS. 
Some years ago a Bishop of the Episcopal 
Charch occasioned some excitement by the 
publication of a letter characterizing abor- 
tion as the great crime of the nineteenth 
century.” This publication led to some gen- 
eral discussion of the topic, but to no prac- 
tical investigation and to no vigorous efforts 
fora more effective punishment or repres- 
sion of the crime. But Bishop Coxer’s broad 
denunciation has received a strong confirma- 
tion iu the disclosures incident to the death 
of Madam Resre.., the notorious abortionist 
of New York City. Her career in this 
hideous capacity extended over a period of 
nearly forty years, and there 1s little doubt 
but that she was responsible for the destruc- 
tion of thousands of pre-natal infants, and 
probably the death of hundreds of adult 
women who sought to avail themselves of 
her agency. Her practice was not confined 
to personal operation or attendance, but 
consisted largely (especially of late years) in 
the sale of pills and the distribution of cir- 
cular instructions, whereby the crime could 
be committed, or at all events attempted, 
without her personal assistance. It is im- 
possible, therefore, to conjecture how widely 
her death-dealing influence really extended, 
but some notion of its extent may 
be gained from the statement of the 
large fortune which she left behind 
her. Her estate is estimated at a value of 
$600,000, and, together with the estate of her 
husband (which was probably an accumula- 
tion from the same practices), there is said 
to be an annual income of $40,000, which 
may fairly be estimated as representing prop- 
erty worth $800,000. But it is not unlikely 
that, during her criminal career of forty 
years, Madam RxSTXLL'Ss expenses were at 
least equal to her savings, for she began 
very early to drive in her carriages, and, for 
many years past, her residence on Fifth ave- 
nue has been pointed out as one of the most 
elegant in New York City. On this theory, 
her earnings represent more than $1,500,000 
from the exclusive and avowed practice of 
abortion. And as her treatment of the cases 
of premature child-birth was not confined to 
personal visits, but included the distribution 
of drugs, instruments, and instructions, the 
conclusion is warranted that the victims of 
this single person may be counted by the 
thousands, including adults and infants.: 

It is not necessary to discuss the general 
question of abortion from a Malthusian 
standpoint of excessive population, nor yet 
to consider the plea, made by certain phy- 
sicians claiming reputable positions, to the 
effect that abortions are frequently justified 
by circumstances, in connection with this 
astounding exhibit. Itis sufficient to take 
the broad ground thatthe moral sense of 
our time and country ought to revolt against 
a practice which Madam RrsrxLL's career 
shows to be so general, and that it ought to 
assert itself so vigorously as to lead to an 
improvement of the laws, to the more thor- 
ough enforcement thereof, and to the exten- 
sion of private, social, religious, and moral 
influences against the crime. Madam Res- 
TELL was not alone in the ‘slaughter of 
innocents” which marked her career; she 
had at least one accomplios in every one of 
the thousands of child-murders which she 
committed. Every woman who submitted 
or consented to the operation was a particeps 
cruminis. Nor were the women whom she 
treated outcasts or unfortunates, to whom 
the temptation of abortion is the greater in 
order to escape shame or the trials of pov- 
erty and friendlessness. It has been under- 
stood that, of late years, she practiced 
mainly among people of social condition and 
means, and her partners in crime must 
have included large numbers of married 
women, who sought her assistance without 
the temptation of poverty or exposure, Her 
own fortune shows that her clients w 
mostly rich. Indeed, the Rer. establish- 
ment has for years been exhibited to visitors 
in New York as one of the “ institutions” of 
that city, and it has been generally under- 
stood that the woman was long protected 
from prosecution by certain powerful 
influences which had reason to fear the 
exposures that might result from her indict- 
ment and trial. The crime of abortion is 
not confined to the confessedly depraved 
classes ; it is essentially a social crime. It is 
in this character that it can be reached only 
by domestic, social, religious, and confiden- 
tial influences. The family physician can, 
perhaps, accomplish more for its suppression 
than any other person, by representing in 
their proper light the physical perils attend- 
ant upon it, and by denouncing it, whenever 
approached on the subject, as a crime before 
Godand man. The minister, the father of 
the family, the confidential friend, must all 
unite in setting their faces against the prac- 
tice, in private as well as in public, in order 
to make it hateful, frightful, and criminal. 

But the law and the administration thereof 
are to blame in this country for the worst re- 
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sults and for the wide-spread 
abortion. The greatest injury is done by the 
quacks, who are as ignorant of scientific de- 
vices as they are unmindfual of the moral 
hideousness of the practice. Madam RSL 
was the chief of these quacks. She came to 
this country an ignorant English girl of the 
lower classes, who had neither medical edu- 
cation nor training of any kind. Had the 
local laws and their administration been 


‘thorough, her career would have been 


brought to a close in its early period, and not 
only would her own personal agency in the 
crime have thus been cut short, but hundreds 
of others who have followed_in the same 
tracks would have been run down or warned 
off. There is not a large city in the country 
where there are not quacks who practice 
abortion as ignorantly and almost as publicly 
as Madam Restrziuu. What they call abortion 
is simply butchery; and, aiming at 
infanticide, they frequently accomplish 
double murder. Yet the convictions, 
and even the prosecutions, for abortion are 
in frightful disproportion to the extent of the 
crime. Such a thing as conviction for abor- 
tion, except it results in the death of the 
adult, 1s almost unheard of, and the convic- 
tions are rare and punishment inadequate, 
even when exposure comes through the 
slaughter or butchery of the women who 
submit to it. The more efficient prosecution 
of the quacks and public abortionists would 


have a good effect, too, on thé medical pro- 


fession as a whole, who cannot but be influ- 


enced to some extent by the knowledge that 


their refusal to procure abortions frequently 
turns women over to cruel and often fatal 
butchery at the hands of quacks. Yet this 
woman Rrer mt pursued her infamous 
calling for forty years, aid even when ar- 
rested a few weeks ago it was at the instance 
of an agent who merely undertakes to pro- 
tect the mails from the dissemination of in- 
decent publications and articles. She was 
not indicted for her real crimes. There is 
evidently a serious defect in the law, as well 
as the social tolerance of the crime, in this 


country. 


The Irish race throughout the world will not 
be apt to rush into mourning en masse for the 
memory of the Earl of Lzrrrim, but will en- 
deavor with such fortitude as they can command 
to control their grief and stop the tearful 
fountains from overflowing. The London Times 
must have meant this for irony: 

It is no exaggeration to say that the news of the 
murder of the Eari of Lzirraim, which caused a 
profound sensation in the House of Commons yes- 
terday when confirmed dy the Irish Secretary, has 
str this country with as much pain and amaze- 
ment as an unprovoked declaration of war. 

If this sentence is not intended to be ironical 
it must mean that the evicting class of land- 
lords, under the sting of guilty consciences, felt 
as if avenging bullets had whizzed past their 
own heads fortheir heartless selfishness. In 
the case of the Earl of Lzirrim, he is described 
as having an iron will which was unmoved by 
human misery, tears, or entreatles.“ He was a 
catiuus old man of 72 years, who had spent the 
major portion of nis long life in oppressing his 
tenavtry and in exterminating them from the 
country of their birth and the lands owned by 
their forefathers, which were confiscated by the 
robbers of whom the Earl of Lurrrim was a de- 
scendant. A writer who knows the history of 
the defunct landlord thus draws his portrait 
and the provocation which caused his eternal 


eviction from his ill-gotten possessions: 

The Earl of Larrumm was well known asa land- 
lord whose ideas of rights of property prompted 
him to stretch the powers given him by law to the 
utmost limit, and who was therefore extremel 
unpopular with his tenautry and with the small 
farmer class nerally. For over twenty-five 
years he had been consolidating farms, evicting 
tenants, and * his land into immense grass 
farms. During that time he had, — 2 received 
more threatening letters than any landlord or 
agent in Ireland, and on more than one occasion 
he is supposed to have narrowly escaped with his 
life from armed parties ing in wait for him. He 
owned immense tracts of land in the C ounties of 
Donegal, Leitrim, and Derry, as well as a small 
estate in Kildare, and probably evicted more 
tenants in his lifetime than any other man in Ire- 
land. It is said that, unlike other landlords, he 
was quite impartial in regard to the religion of his 
tenantea, and hundreds of sturdy Presbyterian 
farmers now settled in Ohio, Indiana, and IIlinois, 
as well as Catholics, were forced to give up their 
homes in’ Donegal and emigrate. The popular 
press in Ireland ve for years held him up to 

ublic odium as the worst of ‘‘exterminating” 
andlurds, and he frequently figured in law courts 
as a party in aggravated disputes about land. 


All Lords are landlords; but there is a differ- 
ence Det ween Lords as landlords. Lord Ler- 
TRIM was crazy, but his insanity was not re- 
garded as atoning tor his violence, licentious- 
ness, and harshness towards his tenants. The 
last English mails brought accounts of a suit 
against one of his Donegal tenants. The Earl 
had cut down the man’s farm and raised his 
rent; then turned him from the land be and his 
family had held for three generations, because 
he persisted in gathering seaweed from the 
shore for manure; then refused to pay the 
tenant for his tenant-right, though the courts 
gave the tenant some $1,700. Meanwhile, the 
same mails told of the banquet with which Lord 
RosEBErRyY’s tenants celebrated his marriage; 
where the law officers said that their only duty 


was, once in every nineteen years, to revew . 


leases, with which the tenants were always 
satisfied; where the steward declared that the 
tenants were not a penny in arrears, and where 
a very affectionate and graceful letter from the 
lord of the manor was read, wherein, by the 
way, he called his wife “Hannan.” The whole 
secret and solution of the “land question” is 
probably 40 be found in the speech of Lord 
RosgBeRy’s steward, who said that both land- 
lords and tenants could learn from the Dalmeny 
estates,—the former not to ask too high rents, 
and the latter not to bid against each other and 
offer more rent than thev could pay. If this 
golden advice were heeded by Irish agents and 
tenants the close season for landlords would 
opem sooner and last longer.

He says that while attending to certain basiness in 
Springfield in 1871, he received an urgent letter 
from his brother, J. C. Haines, asking him to buy 
up a bank charter for him, as he was very anxious 
to open a bank here. The general law then in 
force did not give great advantages to sav- 
ings banks, so that J. C. Haines wanted

ound two charters which his brother thought were 

the best he eversaw. The charter of a bank at 
Galesburg was finally bought, and by the valuable 
aid of E. M. Haines at Springfield, again the nec- 
essary legislation was secured to adapt it to the 
latitude of Chicago. All this took time, and it was 
agreed that K. M. Haines should receive some of 
toe stock of the bank, and a remunerative position 
in it as compensation. When the charter of the 
Farmers & Mechanics’ Bank of Galesburg was 
* E. M. Haines, C. J. Haines, Jared Gage, 
J. C. Haines, and F. B. Tobey were made the new 
corporators, and they gave the old ownete of the 
charter an indemnifying bond in the sum of a 
000, save them harmiess from any 
Rablilitx as former stockholders in the 
bank. Complainant then received -$12,000 in 
stock, and the position of attorney of the bank for 
ten years at $2,500 a year as his compensation for 
his services.

The leading produce markets were tame Satur- 
day, with a decline in breadstuffs and steadiness 
in provisions. Grain was really weak, and prob- 
ably would have sold still lower had buyers ap- 
peared in numbers sufficient to meet the offerings. 
The markets for wheat and oats declined at the 
outset, and corn and barley followed suit, corn 
being depressed by the fact of big receipts, in ad- 
dition to the weak tendency due to European ad- 
vices, or the lack of them. There was no war 
news, and some rumors were afloat to the effect 
that the peace party in Russia is being listened to 
more williagly now that Western Europe is 
stronger in combination than was anticipated. 

The English grain markets were quiet and tame. 
Jobbers of dry goods hada busy day. In aadi- 
tion to a large order business, many buyers were 
present in person, and our merchants express en- 
tire satisfaction with the present state of trade. 
There was a liberal movement in staple and fancy 
groceries, ania fairly firm set of prices was wit- 
nessed. Sugars were active and a full e higher, 
cut loaf advancing to 10% Olle, standard A to 9X 
Goc. and yellows to 84{@8Xc. Coffees and teas 
were firm. The demand for foreign and domestic 
dried fruits was liberal, and prices were again 
quoted steady and unchanged. Fish were quiet, 
with salt-water descriptions raling easy. There 


was a moderate demand for butter and cheese at 


about previous quotations, though the feeling was 
depressed and a decline in prices seemed immi- 
nent. Nechanges were noted in the market for 
oils, paints, and colors, trade continuing fair at 
about steady prices. The leather market was 
again quoted dull and unsettied. Bagging, tobac- 
co, coal, and wood were unchanged. 

Lumber continues to meet with an extraordinary 
demand, the shipments being far above the average 
in April, and the market is strong at the late ad- 
vance. The trade is heaviest with the new country 
West, which the Mississippi River markets are un- 
able to supply. The outlook for the log crop is no 
better than it bas been. It is thought that the 
Lake Michigan !umbermen will have a fair stock, 
and that the production in Western Wisconsin will 
be short. If such should be the case, the local 
market will likely be an active one during the sea- 
son. 

The inquiry for seeds was rather light, but re- 
cent prices were maintained, though some varie- 
ties were in fair supply. Hides, wool, and broom- 
corn were unchanged. The hay market was quiet 
and steady. Poultry was in fair local request. 
Eggs were firmer, and the bulk of the receipts sold 
early to the city retailers. 

Rail freichts were quiet on the basis of 25c 
per 100 Ibs on grain and 30con other fourth-class 
to New York. 

Lake freighte were in fair demand and steady, 
on the basis of 2½ for corn and 3c asked for wheat 
by sail to Buffalo. Room was taken for 40,000 
ba wheat, 98,000 bu corg.

TEN BROECK VS. MOLLIE M’CARTRY. 

Readers of Tas Tuisune will not dove 
failed to notice in fits dispatches of afew days 
since, relative to sporting matters in all parts of 
the country, one from Louisville, stating that Mr. 
Lewis Clarke, Jr., President of the Jockey Club at 
that place, had perfected arrangements whereby 
the two most celebrated race horses in the country 
Ten Broeck and Mollie McCarthy—were to run 6 
match race for $5,000 a side, to take place over 
the track of the Louisville Club on the 4th of next 
July. The announcement of such an important 


“took his place, the 


event has naturally created a vast amount of ex- 
citement in turf circies all over the country, as it 
was not thought that the California mare was com- 
ing Kast this season, the latest advices having been 
that her owner, Mr. Theo Winters, of San Fran- 
cisco, bad issued a challenge on her behalf against 
any horse im the country, four-mile beats, and 
that he would keep the daughter of Monday and 
Hennie Farrow on the Pacific Slope this year in 
order to meet ali comers. Therefore, as above 
stated, the announcement that she was to run at 
Louisville against the renowned Ten Broeck was 
— & received with surprise, and in some 
quarters with incredulity, and the public has since 
deen awaiting some definite information regarding 
the matter. This Tae Tutnvns is enabled to give, 
and presents it, as usual, in advance of all other 
papers. In the first place, the statement that the 
arrangements for the match were made and per- 
fected, wae a mistake, due, no doubt, to a misap- 
prehension of the facts m the matter by the Asso- 
ciated Press Agent at Louisville. Mr. Clarke ie 6 
very enterprising turfman. and would undoubtedly 
have made the match bad an opportunity offered, 
but in reality he had nothing to do with it. The 
entire affair was projected and successfully carried 
out by a Chicago gentleman, well known in turf 
circles all over the country, who does not wish 
any notoriety in connection with the matter. This 
gentleman went to California last Novem- 
ber, and during numerous conversa- 
tions with Mr. Winters, the owner of Mollie 
McCarthy, was told by that gentleman that he had 
been the recipient during the past year of almost 
innumerable communications and propositions to 
run his mare at St. Louis, Jerome Park, Saratoga, 
and, im fact, all the leading race courses in the 
country, but these he was not disposed to accept. 
What he wanted was to ran Mollie in a match race 
for $25,000 against any horse in the country. 
After considerable argument, the Chicago gentle - 
man succeeded in in | r. Winters to lower 
the amount to 610. 000, and with this proposition 
in his pocket, and with the assurance that he 
would run the race at Chi „ St. Louis, or 
Louisville, the gentleman took in for the blue - 
grass regions of Kentucky. Arrived there, he 
went quietly tothe home of Mr. Frank Harper, 
owner of Ten Broeck. and broached the subject of 
the proposed match to that gentleman. The mat- 
ter was soon settled. Mr. Harper agreeing to match 
bis horse, and taking a liberal slice of the money 
part of it himself. * on both — * gh 
pockets, so to speak, the Chicagoan went to the 
officers of the Louisville Jockey Olub, and asked 
them what inducements they would offer for an 
event over their track on the Fourth of next July 
tnat would eclipse anything they had ever wit- 
nessed. Ofcourse they wanted to know what it 
was, but the Garden City resident refused to give 
away anything, telling the Louisville gentlemen 
that after the agreement had been drawn up and 
signed they would be at liberty to back out of the 
arrangement if the’ d attraction did not suit 
them. To this they finally assented, and, after all 
the signatures had been attached to the document, 
they-were informed that the fun would consist of 
a race between Mollie McCarthy and Ten Broeck. 
To say that the Louisville gentlemen were 
pleased’ would but faintiv indicate their 
feelings. They were almost delirious with 
joy, and predicted that not lees than 
40,000 people would be present to witness the 
race, and it is probable that their estimate is not 
far out of the way, since, in addition to ali the 
men, women, and children in Kentucky, large 
delegations from other States will be on the 
ground. It will undoubtedly be the atest 
racing event since the dave of Henry and Eclipse, 
and it is safe to predict that more money will be 
wagered on its result than on any race during tne 
present generation at least. The match is pay or 
lay, as far as the money part of it is concerned, 
ut it is stipulated iu the articlesof a ment 
that there shall be a good day and track for the 
race, eo that in case the weather should prove un- 
propitious on the glorious Fourth it will be post- 
oned until the next fair day. In regard to the 
judges of the races, nothing definite has been de- 
cided upon, but Mr. August Belmont, of New 
York, has been invited to be one of the trio. Mr. 
Clarke of the Louisville Club will be another, 
and some Oaiifornia gentieman the third. 
On the same day there will be two more 
events,—a mile-heat race for all ages, and 
a mile and a quarter or two mile dash, open to all., 
The Gault House will give a banquet to-vipiting 
turfmen on the evening of the race dag, and a 
eneral picnic may be expected. In view of the 
act that this race will doubtless attract more at- 
tention than any other to be run during 1878, Tur 
TrisUune gives a history of the contestants in it. 
Mollie McCarthy is a Drown mare, foaled in 1873, 
by Monday (sen of Cotton), out of Hennie Farrow, 
by imported Shamrock. She is about 15% hands 
high, and looks every inch a racer, having a clean- 
cut neck. sloping shoulders, deep chest, full dar- 
rel, bread loins, and legs like steel, and without 
ablemish. Since beginning her career, she has 
run thirteen races, winning them all with ease. and 
her more enthusiastic admirers claim that she has 
never meta horse taat could make her strete her 
neck. Her first race was as a 2-¥ear-old, at Sacra- 
mento, when she won a $600 stake from a field of 
seven, one mile, in 1:40, As a 3-year-old, she 
ran and wen six races, beating Elizabeth Tilton at 
San Jose, mile heats, in 1:48½, 1:57; Henry 
Beecher for the Latham plate, 1% miles, in 
2:42%; Winning the Solano, 14 miles, in 3:13; 
the winter stakes, beating wood; the 
of the Times takes. mile heats, in 1: 
1:45%; and a: four-mile heat race at San 
Francisco, for ‘a $5,000 puree, in 7:38%, 
7:52%. Im her ¢-year old form, “Mollie 
won five events, as follows: A four-mile race at 
San Francisco, Geating Bazar in straight heats, in 
7:43%. 7:42; a dash of two and one-quarier miles 
at Sacramento, — 2 Amanda, in 4:00: a 
two-mile heat rage at Sacramento, beating Council 
Bluffs, Wheatly, and Lady Amanda, in 3:88. 
3:36%; a mile dash at the same 7 beating 
Madge Duke, Josie C, Cosmo, and Vanderbilt, in 
1:43; aad atwo-mile heat race from Modoc Chief 
and Rob Roy, m 3:41%, 3:54. This year she haa 
run and won one race, that against the chestnut 
horse Jake, by Oliver Cromwell, two-mile beats, 
the mare earrying eleven pounds extra weight. 
Mollie captured this event easily in 3:45, 3:38. 
Ten Broeck, who was foaled in 187%, is better 
known to the public than Moilie MeCartay, simply 
because hia performances have been of a more 
sensational character than those of the California 
mare, and he has been raised and run in that sec- 
tion where fast horses are the staple product--the 
blue grass region of Kentucky. He is by the horse 
that the Nestor of the. English turf, Admiral Rous, 
ronoanced of no account: imp. Phaeton, out af 
‘anny Holton by Lexington. She was ou rde 
celebrated Nanturah, by Browner's Kchpse, who 
was also the dam of Longfellow; another 
horse owned by the Harpers, and celebrated 
in the turf annais of the country. Ten Broeck 
made his first appearance as a 2-year-old, in a 
three-quarter mile dash for horses of his age at 
Lexingion, and was unplaced. In the spring of 
1875 he was stripped in the Phenix Hotel stake at 
Lexington, one and one-fourth miles, which he 
won in 2:11%, the track being heavy with mud. 
He then started in a sweepstakes for 3-year-olds 
one mile and as eighth, which was won by Bob 
Woolley in 1:54, two seconds faster than it ever 
had been run before. Three days later. Ten 
Broeck defeated Bob Woolley, King Alfonso, 
EKlemi, and Emma G., in a mile and five-eighths 
dash, the time, 2:49)4, belugthe fastest on record. 
In September of the same year ran in a vost 
stake, three miles, at Lexington, and won easily 
in 5:31. Mr. Harper had intended to start Excel 
by Endorser in this rece. but his break -dowiu com- 
pelled the stable to putits hope on Ten Broeck, 
although nobody thought a 4-year-old had any 
chance in the eld that ran. e then went to 
Nashville and won the Merchants’ post-stake, two 
mile beats, in 3:36, 3:40, the fastest two miles 
and the fastest two-mile heats ever run over 
that wack. Four@days later, over 
course, he won” the Maxwell House

he captured a two-mile heat race in 3:38, 3:36%, 
distancing the field; then won the Lompisville Cup 
and tae Gault House Plate, two and three-eightis 
miles in 4:58, the fastest time on record. In the 
fail of 1876, at Lexington, Ten Broeckgvon a mile 
and five-eighths dash in 2:351%; Also a purse race 
of two and three-eighths m in 475886. He 
then went to Louisville. ere he won a Post 
Stake, three miles in fast time. A special purse 
to beat the best four-mile time, 7:1944: was then 
offer and Ten Broeck won it and made for him- 
self an imperishable record by going the distance 
in 7:15%, at Louisville. May 29, 1877. Ten 
Broeck ran two miles against time and came out 
winner. _He was started at the one-eighth pole, 
with St. Louis asa companion. They went to the 
uarter in 2544 seconds, the half in 52 seconds, the 
three-quarters pole in 1518, and at the head of the 
stretch St. Lous was pulled up and Lucy Hale 
e being finished in 1:44. 
The mare kept conipany with him to the quarter 
pole in 2:00. but was behind at the nalf- mile, 
which was reached in 2:35. As they rounded the 
turn, horse never ran as Ten Broeck then. The 
tnree-quarter pole flew by them like a bolt from 
s catapult, the flag falling as the watches 
indicated the wonderful time of 3:01, and Ten 
Broeck came springing down the homestretch, hav- 
ing bid Necy Hale farewell. When the first mile 
was run. the crowd with difficulty restrained its 
enthasiasm at President Clare's suggestion; but 
now, as Mr. Williams ran toward the horse wavin 
hie hat to urge the jockey to pas the gailants 
to hia mettle s extreme, a wild burst of applause 
went up to the skies, and Ten Broeck crossed the 
score with the spectators in an uproar. ‘* Two 
twenty-six!” ‘**Twotwenty-eight!"’

SUICIDE. 

The latest victim of the deadly revolver to be re- 
corded .is John J. Powers, a telegraph-operator, 
who shot himself last night in the coat-room of 
the Atlantic & Pacific Telegraph office, on Wash- 
ington street. Powers was a single man, about 30 
7 rs of age, and had been employed in the A. 4 

. Office for about two years. He was an expert 

operator, but was a little too fond of liquor. and 
was under the influence of drink when he pulled 
the r. Fora year past he has boarded at the 
Irving House, on « ashington street, where he was 
considered as above the average. Some of his as- 
sociates say that he was in pecuniary distress, but 
the proprietor of the hotel says tnat he was not in 
debt there, or only to a small amount. 
Two days ago Powers beganto drink, and yes- 
terday morning he resigned his position in the 
office, probably feeling that he was unable. to do 
his work properly waile his spree lasted. During 
yesterday he made the rounds in company with 
several acquaintances, and to one of these he said 
during the evening that he felt like shooting him- 
self. Hie friend did not attach any importance to 
the remark, believing that Powers had no weapon. 
Last evening ne visited his old room, and spoke to 
some of the operators employed there. He 
tien passed into the coat-room adjoining, 
and almost immediately drew 21 very 
small seven-shooter, and sent a bul - 
let clean through his head. The missile entered 
just under the chin, and passed out at the top of 
the head. — 2 — brain. 

Anemploye of the office was just entering the 
room at the moment, but did not see the actual 
saooting. Dr. J. A. Clark. who was first summon- 
ed, taought it ible that the shooting might 
have been accidental, as there were no powder 
marks around the wound, but the expressions of 
Powers to his friend would seem to show that he 
contemplated the deed. After some delay, Dr. R. 
L. Rea was summoned, and, after making an ex- 
amination, he decided that tne wounded man could 
not possibly survive, and ordered his removal to 
the Irving House. Powers’ mother is an aged 
Irish widow lady, and resides on the corner of 
Hanover street and Irving place.

SHERRY. 

HIS LAWYERS EXPECT TO LIBERATES HIM. 
Monday forenoon, before Judge Moore, sitting 
in the Criminal Court, Sherry's lawyers will apply 
fora wrt of habeas corpus for the purpose of 
securing the liberation of their client, and sending 
him forth a free man, without any fear of his ever 
being brought to trial again on the charge of mur- 
dering Mr. McConville. It will de alleged that 
there was a fatal erro: in the sentence. —an error 
which cannot be cured, and the result of which 
must be the unconditional liberation of the 
The points made will be in brief as fol- 
lows: 

The Criminal Code, in treating of ‘* judgment, 
and execution thereof, says, the manner of 
inflicting the panishment of death shall be by hang- 
ing the person convicted by the neck until dead, at 
such time as the Court shall direct, not lese than 
fifteen nor more than twenty-five days from the 
time sentence is pronounced; provide , tne day set 
shall not occur before the tenth day of the term of 
the Supreme Court occurring (in either of the 
Grand Divisions) next after the pronouncing of 
tue judgment. Sherry was sentenced last Satur- 
day week. on the last day of the March term of 
the Criminal Court, to be hanged on the 21st of 
June. The next term of the Supreme Court will 
be held at Mt. Vernon, in the Southern Grand 
Division, on the lst of June. Apparently, there- 
fore. the law has been complied with, for the sen- 
tence hus been fixed ten days after the tenth day 
of the meeting of the Supreme Court. 

But it is claimed on Snerry’s behalf that this pro- 
vieo of the law is upconstitational. Tne Consti- 
tution says, in the eighth section of the sixth 
article. Appeals and writs of error may be taken 
to the Supreme Court held in the Grand Division 
in which the case is decided, or, by consent of the 
parties, to any other Grand Division. Sherry 
was tried in the Northern Grand Division. The 
Supreme Court will not meet in that Division until 
the first Monday in September. ne attorneys for 
Snerry claim that, under this constitutional pro- 
vision, if they do not consent to appeal to the 
Southern Grana Division, or to the meeting of the 
Supreme Court in June, they cannot be forced to 
carry their case tuere. They claim that it 
is of record that they ve appealed 
to the Supreme Court at Ottawa. and 
have refused to consent to any appeal to Mount 
Vernon. Therefore, they say, that provision of 
the law which says that theday of execution shall 
not occur before the tenth day of the term of the 
Supreme Court occurring (in either of the Grand 
Divisions) next after the pronouncing of judg- 
ment is nnconstitationa:, and a blow at tae 
rights of the «wtizens. They havearight, under 
the Constitution. to appeal the case to Ottawa. 
The .law cuts off that constitutional provision by 
hanging the prisoners before the Supreme Coart 
meets at Ottawa. 

If this provision of the Criminal Code is declared 
unconstitational, and the Court bolds that the law 
should read: Provided, the day set shall not oc- 
cur before the tenth day of the term 
of the Supreme Court im the Grand Division 
in which the case was tried. or words to that ei- 
fect, then he counsel hold that the prisoner must 

ofree; that the sentence was utterly void, and 

there is nowhere an authority to resentence 
him. The term of court at which he was sentenced 
bas expired. It is true tnat the Court remains, 
but the particular term during which he mast be 
sentenced, unless some action of the Supreme 
Court intervenes to prevent it, is at an end. And 
since he cannot be sentenced again, he must go 
free. Nor can he be again indicted for the offense 
of murder, because Constitution says.

THE GARRIT TS. 
THIS NOTORIOUS GANG AGAIN IN LAWLESSNESS. 

It is coming to a pretty passin this great city if 
a reputable business- man must submit by night to 
the depredaiions of thieves, and by cay to their 
bul ying. and, because he dares remonstrate, be 
struck down like a dog. This is exactly what hap- 
pened Saturday afternoon in the large liquor hoase 
of Chapin & Gore, on Monroe street, and the per- 

trators of the castardly outrage were those dev- 
lish thugs, thieves, rufians, and warts upon city 
life, the notorious Garrity brothers. The facts 
were samply these: Mr. Gore was in his store, at- 
tending quietly to his business, and the Garritys 
had been loafing about and drinking all day. Hugb 
Garrity had been around town selling tickets for a 
rale, the proceeds to go towards the benefit of his 
brother Mike's family, Mike having been relieved 
of all chance to support them by having been sen- 
tenced to a six-year term from Burlington for 
a daring robbery on a railroad train. His 
scheme was, of course, successful, and he netted 
Garing the. day some $400 in this manner. 
The Garritys have made such a reputation in town 
that many who were unwilling to buy tickets for 
any such scheme bought them in this instance be- 
cause they were afraid to incur the enmity of the 
Garrity crowd. He attempted to sell one dozen of 
these to Mr. Gore, but that gentleman would have 
none of it.

There were tWo Criminal Courts grinding away 
yesterday at the same time. odes Jameson had 
come over to attend to some unfinished business, 
and occupied the Grand Jury room.

The lencoe election case also came up.

A PERSONAL GOD. 
REPLY TO A RECENT SERMON BY PROF. SWING. 

RocuzLL, III., April 1.—Prof. Swing is a 
great thinker and acute reasoner, yet often very 
Inconsistent.

All we know of the Deity worshiped through- 
out Christian lands, we obtain from the Bible. 
This is our only source of evidence upon which 
all belief ir God is based. The definitions of 
Webster. The Supreme Being; the Eternal and 
Infinite Spirit; the Creator and Sovereign 
of the Universe,” are only authori- 
tative, if in perfect harmony with the 
Divine character as recorded in the Bible. Any 
idea of God coming in conflict with the Bibie 
idea is no idea of G at all, but an idea of 
something entirely different. ‘he character of 
God, therefore, if He exists at all, is precisely 
what the Bible now says He is, and just as the 
Bible for 4,000 years has described Him. The 
* awakened reason Prof. Swing speaks about 
cannot change or reform the Bible. Awak- 
ened reason’’ must accept its history and its 
records as authentic, or join the hosts of in- 
delity. Reform the Word of God! W bat would 
be the result! We would have gods according 
to Beecher, Thomas, and Swing; and behoid! 
where would your authority, infallidilit y, and 


pea influence as a Christian Church go to! No! 


hese records cannot be changed; they are ab- 
solute in their testimony upon this their most 
vital point. The existence of a personal God 
which they teach so conclusively must be au- 
2 the whole book becomes a myth. 

The truth of this assertion the whole Cohris- 
tian world will admit. While the personality of 
God might not be entirely comprehensive, yet 
faith has even come to the rescue, and the 
of the Bible has been cherished dearly in the 
bearts of the billions, who have died in this

But all gods, the gods of the heathen and the 
gods of the canuibal, have had outline, form, 
and shape, and the universality of the theistical 
belief is ad. anced througuout the world as the 
greatest proof of the existence of a personal 
God. Books ana tracts are filled witt the evi- 
dences that all nations and tribes alike have had 
such a belief. Hence the terms He,“ * Him,” 
a6 Creator, „Thou.“ „Being,“ + Faber.“ etc., 
all of which convey direct ideas of form, out- 
line, limit; the same as his attributes on char- 
acter, ** Wisdom.“ Love,“ etc., necessitate 
organism of a mental, or rather a physical na- 
ture, similar to man. If, therefore, God 
is not a person, has no form, no identity or 
special existence, contrary to all the teachings 
of the Bible and every pulpit in the land, then

The Rev. Brooke Her of this city, has 
recently published a wor entitled “The Story 
of Religion in England.“ in which prominence 
is given to the almost forgotten Birmingham 
riot of 1791, when the nee of Dr. Joseph 
Priestly, the celebrated verer of oxygen, 
then a dissenting preac was invaded by the 
mob. Mr. . a great mob 
excited by the clergy and hounded on by the 
High-Church magistrat and gentry, burnt 
Priestly’s D aud then destroyed 
his home, with other houses of some of his 
leading friends.’’ This statement is severely 
criticized by the Birmingham Gazette of the 
Zlst ult., which says: 

Such a story would have been better untold, for 
it will not bear investigation. The conduct of our 
towusmen, who ata pablic meeting after the riots 
voted a piece of plate, value 100 guineas, to each of 
the Magistrates in re on of their services, 
gives the lie to the sian against them. That 
against the clergy is soom refuted aleo. They 
exerted themselves, in some cases at the risk of 
their lives, to quell the riot and to avert its mis- 
chief; and they opened thelr houses to distressed 
Dissenters and afforded them protection and hospi- 
tality. Whowere the clergymen who excited the 
mob? The question has been asked before, and has 
never been answered. Some Livoted Dissent- 
ing ministers at Hackney once tried to 
trump up a tale that the Rector of St. 
Martin's bad presented the mob with ten 
guineas to pull Mr. Taylor’s house down, but 
that honest Dissenter promptly contradicted the 
fabrication. What tue clemy did ana dared in 
resistance to the mob was recorded in these 
columns when last the subject was obtruded on 
public notice by the 2 „ of the statue of 
Priestley. on which occasion also Priestley him- 
self was unveiled in a manner which perhaps Mr. 
Herford has not forgotten. He has not given the 
names of the offending clergy, simply because 
thelr names cannot de given, as the whole charge 
against them is a wicked invention which ought 
not to have been repeated even in a story. The 
fact, bowever, will not be forgotten that on the 
memorable evenitg of the 14th of July, 1791,

MUSIC. 
PROGRAMME-MAKING AGAIN. 

We have received a communication from 
Mme. Rita, the vocalist, who sang in a recent 
concert at Oakland Church, the programme of 
which was criticised in our last Sunday’s issue, 
taking exceptions to that criticism. The pith of 
the communication is contained inthe declara- 
tion that foreigners are ungraciously received 
by critics, and in the following: With all my 
connection with some of the first classical con- 
eerts ever given in London, both as a spectator 
and singer, I have never seen the date of birth 
and death of any composer given on a pro- 
gramme, and consider the London directors to 
be equally as accomplished in making out pro- 
grammes as Mr. Clarence Eddy.“ The first dec- 
laration was unnecessary, as it is erroneous. In 
the case in question we were not aware that 
Mme. Rita was responsible for either programme 
or concert, consequently there was no ungra- 
cious reception of any one. The programme 
was neitber better nor worse than many others, 
and was onlv taken as 3 fair illustration 
of the hasts and half-made-up manner 
in which they are frequently prepared in this 
city. With regard to foreign programmes, we 
have only this to say: that asa rule they are 
sbabbier than the American. 80 far as London 
is concerned, the Halle and Grove programmes 
are models, especially the analytical Crystal 
Palace ones, but outside of these not a tithe of 
the care or taste is expended upon programmes 
in London, Paris, or Berlin that is devoted to 
them in New York, Boston, Philadelphia, Cin- 
cinvati, and Chicago. We see nothing 1 
Rita’s communication to change our opinion as 
to the hasty manner in which many programmes 
are issued in this city and to the necessity of 
improvement in this respect. As we said be- 
fore, if a programme is worth making at all, it 
is worth making well. The evil is by no means 
confined to the Oakland Church concert. It

Last- 
ly, they are for entertainments given in bebalf 
of a very deserving charity, and one which ac- 
complishes a great deal of gooi—the Newsboys’ 
Home. The institution is sadly in need of funds 
to carry out its work, and its Directors, among 
whom are some of the best citizens of icago, 
have hit upon this scheme to benefit the de- 
pleted exchequer. These concerts are worthy 
of patronage, and, no doubt, the public 
Newsboys’ Home will be largely the gainer by 
them. ä

Civil War would have been vastly different. We 


all know what seeming trifies changed the current 
of events at Waterioo, and. changing it there, the 
whole complexion of Europe was changed for the 
next hunared years. So the flerce battle that waged 
here on Tuesday between the Republicans and 
Democrats, although not fought with very serious 
consequences, except to the candidates who were 
defeated, is not without its lessons, its 8 
aspects, and its reflex action upon society. The 
cool observer who calmly stood aside and let the 
procession pass, and having no hats bet on the re- 
sult, and nd interest in it except to see the best 
men win, had to smile at the adroitness and skill 
of the two contending parties in seeking and ob- 
taining the advantage over each other. Ihe Demo- 
cratic party was successful, but the victory was 
one that was altogether shorn of ite moral influ- 
ence, and, while the candidates on that side are all 
tno and safely cared for at the public cribfor the 
next two years, the cqntest revealed to the Demo- 
cratic leaders a state of affairs that cannot be 
pleasant for them to contemplate. Mr. Black's 
majority of less than 250, coupled with the fact that 
Sanger beat him in every ward in the city except 
five, is evidence to prove that the Democratic ma- 
jority in Milwaukee has gone where the woodbine 
twineth, and that the Republicans will hereafter 
dispute with them the privilege of governing 
municipal affairs. Black lost a good many votes 
because he isa liquor dealer, notwithstanding the 
fact that Sanger is quite familiar with the use of the 
saloon ia politics; but Black and all his colleagues 
on the Democratic side would have been beaten out 
of sight if it had not been forthe withdrawal of 


Mr. Chase and the Greenback ticket. That was 


what cooked Mr. Sanger’s goose. That the Green- 
backers hold the balance of power in Milwaukee, 
as they do in the State, is now perfectly apparent 
toeveryone. That is the first lesson. 

But the comic side of the controversy was to ob- 
serve how a siander started against a candidate, or 
the truth told with the hope of doing an injury ana 
making it answer all the purposes of a lie, would 
redound to the benefit of the one it was intended to 
barm. Thus, when it was recalied to mind that 
Mr. Sanger voted inthe Common Council to ex- 
pend less money for teaching German in the public 
schools, it made him votes among that large and 
rapidly incressing class who believe that too much 
prominence is given to that language at the public 
expense. Or, when it was quoted tothis disparage- 
ment that he voted to tax saloon-keepers sa bigh 
price for license, it got him a good many temper- 
ance men's votes.

DEATH OF MR. JOHN COCHRANE. 

We announce witb the deepest regret, which will 
be echoed throughout the chess world, the death 
of this justly celebrated amateur, which took 
piace at hie residence, No. 12 Bryanton street, 


Portman Square, on Saturday, the 2d inst. 
Mr. Cochrane, who belonged to a distinguished 


Scotch — and was cousin of the late Admiral 
rwards Lerd Dundonald, had the 
oldest re u asafine chess-player, and was 
over 80 years of age at the time of his decease. 
He was first destined for the Royal Navy, and en- 
tered as a midshipman on board the Bellerophon, 
in which character he accompanied that man-of-. 
war on the momentous journey wach conveyed 
the Emperor Napoleon I. asa prisoner co bis last 
exile at St. Helena. Mr. Cochrane soon afte: wards 
left the service to study the law, and was called to 
the bar of the Middle Tempie in 1822. In the 
eame year he went to India, and established him- 
self as a prominent barrister in Calcutta, where he 
remained, with the interval of a visit to this coun- 
try from 1841 to 1842, up to his final return to 
d in 1870. He died in a faint from the ef- 
of a serious operation for calculus which he 
underwent on the morning pf his death.
